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This is a decision on the petition filed on September 9, 2009, which is being treated as a petition 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d) requesting that the patent term adjustment indicated on the patent be 
corrected to indicate the term of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by nine 
hundred ninety (990) days. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on the above-identified patent to 
indicate the term of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by nine hundred ninety 
(990) days is GRANTED. 

Patentees assert the date of commencement of the National Stage under 35 U.S.C. §371 is 
January 23, 2005, which is the date 30 months after the priority date of the international 
application. However, the date of January 23, 2005, was a Sunday. Therefore, the date of 
commencement is January 24, 2005. 

Although using a commencement date of January 24, 2005, instead of January 23, 2005, reduces 
the number of days of delay under 35 U.S.C. § 154(b)(1)(B) by one day, the use of the date also 
reduces the number of days of overlap between delay under 35 U.S.C. § 154(b)(1)(A) and 35 
U.S.C. § 154(b)(1)(B) by one day. In other words, the patent term adjustment is 990 days when 
January 24, 2005, is used as the date of commencement. 

The Office acknowledges submission of the $200.00 fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.18(e). No 
additional fees are required. 

The application is being forwarded to the Certificates of Branch for issuance of a certificate of 
correction. The Office will issue a certificate of correction indicating that the term of the patent 
is extended or adjusted by nine hundred ninety (990) days.
